A few senators manifest 
a disposition to debate the treaty at 
length, and some profess unalterable 
oppoittton, but the feeling ta ao strong 
against an extra session and In favor 
of the poitponement of the settlement 
of the diapoaitlon of the Philippines 
after thejr cooie into our poeseeaion, 
that it now seems that even the minor- 
ity will oonaent to the treaty's ratifica- 
tion without material delay. 

SenaUM' Morgan said that he meant 
to presa the Nicaragua canal bill as 
TigoroMly as poaalble, and he ex- 
presaed tli* hope that h« nigat get a 
YOte before next WednsRday, the prob- 
able date of the Cbrtetmas adjourn- 
Beot. The ladleatlons are, however, 
•gainst Buoh •• early dhn^oaal of the 
anbjeot. aad it nay be aoeepted as 
quite oertaJn that eten If Senator Tur- 
pie's not I on for postponement till Jan. 
10 should not prevail, the bill win 
naturally be thrown o<rer beyond the 
holidays.

New York, Dec. 19. — The British 
steamer Pawnee, which arrived from 
Mediterranean ports, brought 10 ship- 
wrecked people, eight men and two 
women, who wort taken from the dis- 
sbled schooner Deer Hill of 8t John. 
N. B., In midocean. 

Captain Alkenhead reported that on 
the morning of Dec. 8 he sighted the 
Deer Hill In evident distress aad need- 
ing aaalataaee. A heavy northwest 
gale was blowing and a dangerous sea 
running. The schooner was seemingly 
unmanageable, and the rudder disabled 
or oarrled away. The Aiwnee sUid 
by aiid Moceeded ta getting a tow line 
aboard, which had sont by drifting a 
small line to leeward. The line parted, 
however, and a boat was launched In 
charge of the chief offlcer and sent to 
communicate with the Deer Hill. The 
boat had nearly succeeded in boarding 
the wreck when an enormous sea 
struck and stove It, and after great 
difficulty the boat crew succeeded In 
getting on board the schooner, where 
they were obliged to remain all night. 

On the following morning the weath- 
er had slightly moderated, a tow line 
was sent on board and the Pawnee 
towed the Deer Hill toward Bermuda. 
After towing about six hours tbe line 
again parted. Finding that the wind 
and sea was Increasing when the line 
parted. It was found impossible to get 
out another. The captain of the Dear 
Hill signalled that he wished to aban- 
don the wreea and requeeted the Paw- 
nee to stand by. 

The gaJecontlnued for three daya, the 
Pawnee keeping her position near the 
wreck, but found it impoaaible to use 
the boats to remove the unfortunate 
people of the Deer Hill owing to the 
dangerous character of the seas. Fin- 
ally on the evening of the 12th t e 
reecue was effected and the Deer Hi.l 
waa abandoned.
